The Needle and the Pole 
“True as the needle to the pole,” 
like many another popular saying, 
conveys a distinctly erroneous im- 
pression. In order to keep itself duly 
informed as to the unfaithfulness of 
the needle to the pole, or, technically, 
the “variation of the compass” from 
the true north, a Division of Terres: 
trial Magnetism is maintained. 

Not only does the magnetic needle 
vary at different places, but the vari- 
ation changes from year to year, and 
even at different times in the day, 
On magnetic-survey charts those 
places which, at a particular time, 
have the same amount of variation, 
are connected by what is known as 
an isogonic, or equal variation line. 
Through these points on the map in 
which there is no variation of the 
needle from the true north a line 
/known as the agonic passes. 
| Iron deposits and mountain ranges 
modify the action of the unknown 
jcauses of the periolical variation, 
jand cause these lines to become even 
more crooked than those which mark 
equal temperatures, known as iso 
thermal lines, 

Isogonic charts may be accurate 
today and full of small errors in a 
few years. The famous Mason and 
Dixon's line, between Pennsyivania 
jand Maryland, which was surveyed 
jin the years 1763 to 1767, was run 
by the stars and not by the needle, 
ja great piece of foresight in that day. 
If it had been surveyed by the com- 
|pass in 1800-it would have shown 4 
}deviation in some places of two miles, 
and had the line been run by unecor- 
frected compass a hundred years iater 
jin 1900, the variation would have 
jreached nearly nineteen miles to the 
South, and the rich coalfields of twe 
Maryland countries would have been 
jthrown into Pennsylvania, 

The discovery of the magnetic 
needle’s shortcomings is believed to 
have been made during the voyage of 
Columbus. The disclosure consti- 
tutes a high tribute to the scientific 
perceptions of that day, even though 
it spread consternation among the 
ships’ c. ews,
